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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims Allowed 

Claims 1 1 - 43 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record drawn to Swanbeck (WO 84/01904) fails to show or make obvious the claimed 
combinations of elements particularly a device for cleansing wounds having a wound 
cover configured to be positioned over at least a portion of a wound; a cleanser 
positioned between the wound and the wound cover; the cleanser selectively removes 
materials that are deleterious to wound healing from fluid containing wound exudate; an 
inlet for introducing fluid into the wound cover; an outlet for removing fluid from within 
the wound cover; a recirculation path comprising one or more conduits fluidly 
connecting the outlet to the inlet; and a moving device for moving fluid containing wound 
exudate from the wound and to the cleanser and for moving cleansed fluid from the 
cleanser back to the wound through the recirculation path, in combination with the other 
elements (or steps) of the apparatus and method recited in the claims.
